Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: There is a double patenting issue and likely a 
103 over 7083894 which may be obviated by perfection of proirity and a terminal disclaimer. Other active copending applications which 
include the subject matter are 2004/0208105, 2006/0078708, and 2004/0191689, The applicant may wish to submit terminal disclaimers 
on these and/or take care to keep the subject matter distinct between the applications. Were these issues addressed and the amendment 
resubmitted correcting the failure to further limit issue, the application would likely proceed to issue. 
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
